NINE MEN, including the one-time 
.chauffeur for reputed crime syndicate 
chieftan Angelo LaPietra, were indicted 
Monday by a Cook County grand jury for. 
allegedly participating in a major syn- 
dicate-backed burgiary ring which au- 
thorities say has netted more than 
$400,000 since 1977. 

The accused ringleader, Ronajd Jar- 
rett, 37, of 3115 S. Lowe Av., has been in 
ctistody since October, when he was in- 
dicted for the kidnapipg and rape of a 
30-year-old woman. Jarrett was de- 
scribed by authorities as LaPietra’s 
44 right hand”, and was believed to be his 
chauffeur until the time of his arrest. 

Jarrett and eight other men were in- 
dicted Monday on burglary and conspira- 
cy charges in eight of the burglaries, 
which netted some $250,000 when safes 
were stolen from grocery stores and drug 
stores in the Chicago area. 

EVIDENCE WAS presented to the 
grand jury by assistant State’s Atty. 
Joseph Claps, a'nd indictments came as a 


result of a combined investigation by the 
FBI, Chicago police, and the state’s at- 
torney’s office. 

Only one other man besides Jarrett 
named in the indictments is in custody, 
authorities'said. Michael Gurgone, 44, of' 
4235 W. 67th St., is being held in the’ 
Metropolitan Correctional Center on a 
contempt citation, authorities said, for 
reportedly refusing to testify before a 
federal grand jury on a related matter. 

Authorities described the burglary ring 
as a major enterprise of the crime syndi- 
cate. 


“IT WAS A VERY professional opera- 
tion. They (the burglars) were in and out 
very quickly, hitting mostly on holiday 
weekends,” one investigator said. “They 
would cut through a roof, cut the alarm 
wires, then take the safe out of the build- 
ing, # usually through a back door. They 
didri’t waste tir^ie going through the safe 
when ^hey were inside. That was done 
later.”

One aspect of this investigation concerned the 
murder of Shirley Christine Mavigliano, who was shot to 
death in her car while parked in an Indianapolis, Indiana 
shopping center on February 5, 1972. Investigation disclosed 
that this contract murder was done by Richard Cain and 
subject Gerald T. Shallow. For information, Richard Cain 
and subject Shallow were former partners on the Chicago 
Police Department during the late 1950's and early 1960’s. 
Cain later became Chief Investigator for the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police during the late 1960's and eventually 
became a close confidante, chauffeur, and travelling 
companion of Samuel "Mo Mo" Giancana, ex-LCN boss in 
Chicago. Both Richard Cain and Samuel "Mo Mo" Giancana 
were brutally murdered, gangland style, in separate 
incidents during 1973 and 1975. 

Investigation at Chicago disclosed that the 
murder contract on Shirley C. Mavigliano, Indianapolis, 
was given to Richard Cain and Shallow by Sam Faruggia, 
an old time Chicago LCN member and the ex-boyfriend of 
Mavigliano. The reason for the "hit" was allegedly the 
fact that Mavigliano had inside knowledge of an earlier 
murder comraitted by Faruggia and was threatening to 
blackmail him. As a direct result, three earlier 
unsuccessful attempts had been made on her life without 
success.

Information developed by the Chicago Division 
indicates that on February 5, 1972, Richard Cain, 
accompanied by Gerald T. Shallow, drove in a stolen red 
and white Oldsmobile from Chicago to Indianapolis, Indiana. 
They stalked the victim, Shirley C. Mavigliano and her 
mother at a shopping center. When the victim returned to 
her car alone, Richard Cain approached and shot her once 
point blank in the forehead through the driver's side 
window of the victim’s parked car. Cain then rejoined 
Shallow and as they exited the shopping center, the weapon 
was dropped. A second weapon was thrown out of the 
car window on the Indianapolis beltway as they left that 
city enroute back to Chicago. 


According to information developed, Cain, 
in the presence of Shallow, telephonically contacted 
Sam Faruggia from a near northside Chicago night club 

on their return to the city and shortly thereafter w&s_ 

met the re by an LCN associate of Faruggia named 

who delivered the payment for this "hit" to Cain 


and Shallow.

of Faruggia by Indiana authorities. During these two 
confrontations which occurred on May 4, 1981, Faruggia 
was highly agitated and appeared visibly upset over the 
prospects of further investigation into this murder. 

On May 14, 1981, Chicago Police Intelligence 
advised that Faruggia had been reported missing since 
the morning of May 11, 1981. On May 17, 1981, Chicago 
Police located Faruggia's body, wrapped in a rug in the 
rear of his 1980 Oldsmobile stationwagon which had been 
abandoned on the street in Chicago. Faruggia had been 
stabbed five times in the chest and had had his throat 
cut.

Government informer Ronatd Brown 
has agreed to be the key witness agalnst 
elght atleged fellow master burgtars In 
cases to be prosecuted by State’s Attor- 
ney Richard M. Datey's office. 

Brown, 35, already has testifled in 
successful federai prosecutlons of some 
of the same underworid figures, includ- 
ing gang leader Ronald Jarrett, who is 
serying a 25*year prison'term. 

Brown, In a recent interview with 
Sun-Times reporters, told of hts plans to 
go ahead with testimony in the county- 


level cases desplte hts fears that he’lt 
become a target for assassiiiation. 

Stephen Connolly, head of Daley’s 
. organized crime unit, is expected to 
handle the prosecutions. . . 

A new target of Brown’s testimony— 
but at the federal levet—witt be Paul Di 
Caro, who has crime syndtcate ties and 
is a spçcialist in circumventlng burglar 
alarms. 

Brown will aid federal prosecutors in 
their efforts to indict Di Caro in connec- 
tion with an attempted armed robbery 
of a dental taboratory at 5101 S. Keeler 
In 1973. 

Brown witl relate how he, Di Caro, 


Richard Mara and Edward Kahmark 
expected to make a big haul of gold 
used iñ dentat work but were forced to 
flee emptyhanded when a burglar alarm 
sounded as they attempted to drill open 
a safe holding the gold.

: Asked how he knew Jarrett killed Mandell, 
Brown said, “He [Jarrett] totd me so, and he 
wouldn’t lle about a thing like that T beUeVe 
it.was a dispute over where MandeU was 
fenclng [seUing] his merchandise.” 

. Pressed on why he engaged Jarrett about 
Mandell, Brown said, “When I saw a slew of 
burglars gettingTiit, including some guys I- 
knew, I started to get shaky and I asked 
Ronnle about it. Ronnie said, ‘Don’t worry. It 
•doesn’t.involve you. They did something.’ " 

MANDELL, 31, who Uved in Linco!nwood, 
was found strangled with a cord around his 
neck and a plastic bag over his bead Feb. 20, 
1978. His body was stuffed in the trunk of a 
car. Mandell's throat was slashed In the same 
-manner as at least four other burglar col- 
leagues. 

The stab wound, in the right side of the 
neck, was similar to one on Steven Garcia, 
found stabbed to death in a car trunk. Garcia, 
like Mandell, was a partner in crime of 
Brown. 

Mandell's last big Job.was the Dec. 19, 
1977, burglary of Levinson’s, 739 N. Clark, 

' Brown said. The accusation marks the first 
time anyone with inside knowledge has pub- 
licly identified the Levinson’s burglar. 

“He’s the guy who ripped off Levinson,” 
Brown said. “He was one of the greatest.” 

MANDELL WAS a virtuoso with the black 
box, a device that enables thieves to bypass 
elaborate burglar alarms and go about their 
business undisturbed, Brown said. 

'Also identified as part of a big-league 
burglary ring and slain in 1978 was Vincent 
Moretti, the suspected ringleader, who was 
murdered along with Donald Renno, 31. Both 
were found wedged in the back seat of a car 
fn an unincorporated area near Stickney. 
Another victim was Beroard Ryan, found shot 
to death in Stone Park. 

- These three, like Mañdell and Garda, bore 
the trademark throat alashings, Investigators 


aeid. At least five 'others were killed as the - 
mob tried to keep the burglary business under 
its control. 

Moretti was believed to have made aeveral 
trips to Las Vegas to sell hot goods on his 
owii instead of disposing of them through 
syndicate fences here, where the higher-ups 
could get their cut, detectives declded. 

DURING the interview, Brown Said the city- 
and suburbs had been loose on burglars for a 
long time, but things have changed. - 

“Committing burglaries is getting tougher 
and tougher for people like me," Brown said, 
“because of sharp coppers like those working 
for that guy Auriemma [Commander John 
Auriemma of the Chicago police Central Intel- 
ligence Unlt] and FBI agents like the ones I 
cooperated with—Johnny .O'Rourke, Robert t 
Pecoraro, Bob Sctgalski and John Gorman.” * 

Mob control of thievery had declined gener- 1 
ally after William ‘*WiUie Potatoes” Daddano, ' 
the gang high commissioner of fences, went 1 
to prison in 1969. Jarrett was delegated to 
whip the boys into line, operating under his' 
boss, Angelo “The Hook’’ LaPietra. 

“They used to get people llke Ronnie 
[Jarrett] to Iine up the thieves so they could 
get their piece of the action,” Brown said of 
tbe syndicate technique of channeling bot 
goods through approved fences. 

BROWN SAID one of his most harrowing 
experiences -came when he inadvertently ' 
parked a “steamer,” a stolen car being used ! 
for a burglary, in front of UaPietra’s home at 
30th and Wallace and locked the keys inside. 

Brown and' Jarrett broke a car window and 
sped off before “The Hook” found out and 
.they got into big trouble. 

' “We bad to çteat a hot car,” Brown said ■ 
with a chuckle. 

Although Brown said he eventually expects 
to be “whacked” [killed] by the mob, he 
proijiised to “take someone with me.” 

. “They might tiy to scoop up [kldnap] 
someone dose to me," he observed, “and tell 
' me to come and get them. 1*11 come OK, but 1 
won*t be alone. I’ll have a plstol. And when I 
go down I'U take at least one of them with

be his last. “I know I’m going to get killed,” he said. “It’s Just 
a matter of time. It could be today in front of this building.” 

Brown views the 1973 attempt on his llfe as a preview of 
his eventual demise. . 

He was “taken for a ride” by two fellow professional 
thieves who pumped five bullets into his head, neck, chest and 
arm, then left him for dead in suburban Willow Springs after 
a "click” of their .38-caliber revolver told him the gun was 
empty. 

In the interview, he did his latest informing, naming his 
1973 assailants for the first time as Richard Mara and 
Anthony Gallichio. He said Mara was the triggerman. Brown 
said the apparent motive for the shooting was the mistaken 
notion that he was then a stool pigeon when, in fect, he had 
not yet become an informer. 

THE MAN BROWN SAYS he fears the most tbday is Ronald 
Jarrett, a’ burglary gang leader who operates under the 
auspices of a top crime syndicate boss, Angelo “The Hook” La 
Pietra. Jarrett is serving a 25-year prison sentence as a result 
of Brown*s testimony. 

Jarrett controls a gang of stickup men, Jewel thieves, 
cartage thieves and bome and store burglars, numbering more 
than 30. Brown said the gang bas stolen mlllions of dollars in 
predous metals, appliances and other easily disposable items 
tn recent years. 

Brown knows that Jarrett can’t personally eliminate him. 

“He’U have his soldiers, his honchos do it,” Brown predict- 
ed. “In fact, any one of a number of guys from the 
neighborhood would whack me just to do a favor for Ronnle.” 

- Asked wbo would be the most likely suspects if he’s found 
dead, Brown sald, “P.eople Uke Sam BiUs and Mike Gurgone 
and Frank Saladino, but there are many others.” 

BROWN SAID HE HAS LTVED in fear since 1979, when he 
became an FBI informer after he was arrested in an unsuc- 
cessful breakin at a Jewel supermarket in suburban 
Homewood. Brown and four other gang members were 
tracked to the store and arrested by a crack team of detectives 
working under Cmdr. John Auriemma of the Chicago poUce 
Central InteUigence Unit - —

failed to come up with bond money for him after he’d sat ir 
County Jail for a week afer that caper. I 

“If they’d sprung me on the second or third day, I’il 
probably have stayed a burglar,” he said. 

As Brown pondered his future, he had a jail visitor, a man 
who first identified himseif as being from “Catholic Chari- 
ties." .But street-smart Brown quickly determined that his 
visitor was an FBI man—and Brown soon was volunteering to 
teil ali he knew about his ring of thieving friends. • 

Brown was given a new name and was offered entry into 
the federal.witness protection program. But he declined for 
reasons associated with his family—reasons that can’t be 
detailed here without giving hints' to his present whereabouts. 

BROWN ACKNOWLEDGES THAT the government did its 
best to assist him, except ior one important aspect—finding 
him a job. 

.“I’ve spent the last 2V4 years watching TV,” he said. “I 
desperately need a job to help my family [a wife and an II- 
year-old daughter].” 

At the same time, Brown concedes that a life of crime has 
equipped him with few job skills that would fit into the n 
straight life he now claims to be leading. ~ ) 

He is a product of a broken home in the Bridgeportj 
community, a man who admlts he started stealing from;

He broke into stores and made off with truckloads of TV 
sets, cigarettes and precious metals before settling into a 
career, under Jarrett’s tutelage, as a sophisticated supermarket 
burglar. 

Brown speaks with a professional burglar’s pride about his 
supermarket exploits, mainly at the expense of Jewel. 

"Working with about five other guys, I'd cut the phone 
lines to the store, then wait for 15 minutes to see if anything 
bappened,” he said. 

BROWN, A CATLIKE MAN who carries 145 pounds on a 5* 
foot-10-inch frame, continued, ‘*Then I’d dlmb to the roof, 
usually on a drainpipe, and pull up my kit by a rope.” 

In the klt were the tools of his trade—a sledgehammer, 
chisels, a crowbar, a radio tuned to the local pollce Channel 
and a walkie talkie for contact with his associates.

The money was apparently re- 
covered. . 

After being awakened by the shots, 
Jenmfer’s brother John, 22, went to a 
kitchen window in the rear of the 
home. 

“I saw the suspect running toward 
me,” he said. “He lifted up the gun 
toward me, and I ducked. 

.. VOLLEY OF shots rang out. I 
didn t actually see him get shot. I 
was still ducking. I was afraid a 
stray shot would go through the 
kitchen wmdow. 

Police Chicf Jenkins said the 
shootout took place after a van, be-

■ bery, was chased by police through 
side streets in Worth. 

Jenkins gave this account of the 
chase:

Ncarly; fi/e years ago, eighc 
members of a skilled, but super- 
cautious gang of burglars came 
\vithin minutes of pulling off a 
$600,000 heist at the Balmoral 
Park Race Track in suburban 
Crete. 

On Nov. 28, 1983, after a 
month of planning, the gang— 
whose members included infa- 
mous Chicago thicf Paul 
“Pcanuts Panczko—came 
through a tunncl from an aban- 


doned railroad depot to get onto 
the racetrack property, authori- 
ties said. 

They cut through a metal 
fence to get in the grandstands, 
circumvented a burglar alarm, 
took two guards prisoner and 
were ready to cut open the safe 
with a torch when an unexpect-, 
ed development scared them off, 
authorities said. 

The gang had overlookcd a 
shift change only minutes away, 
bringing new guards to the scene 
to rcplace the two they’d just 


bound and gagged, according to 
authorities. 

The perfectionist-robbers 
aborted the crime and fled 
empty-handed as guards on thc 
midnight shift clockcd in, inves- 
tigators said. 

On Thursday, a federal grand 
jury indicted seven suspected 
meinbers of the gang on conspir- 
acy cMrges. Two of the suspects 
in'‘ fhe “crime-that-aImost-was ,> 
were identified as Chicago city 
employces at a bond hcaring in 
U.S. District Court. 


The robbery attempt occurred 
during Balmorafs racing season 
and the clubhouse safe held 
about $600,000, authoritics said. 

The indictment was an- 
nounced by Gary Shapiro, head 
of the U.S. Justice Departmenfs 
Chicago Organized Crime Strike 
Force, U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas 
and James McKenzie, head of 
the Chicago FBI ofiice. Evidence 
in the case was presented to the 
grand jury by special attorneys 
John Scully and Virginia 
Junewicz. 


City workers charged were 
identified by authorities as Mi- 
chael Gurgone, 51, of 10300 S .
